The Dover School Department subscribes to the philos- 
ophy of the inalienable right of every youngster, the ex- 
ceptional as well as the gifted, to an education. There are 
two classes of special education involving educable pupils 
in operation at this time. These classes appear at the 
elementary level and have been effectively operated to 
the betterment of the individuals as well as the entire

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ore than 100 college bound Dover High School stu- 

’ dents are being prepared in a way for their future educa- 
tion by having them meet once a week with University 
of New Hampshire professors in English and Physics. This 
is an effort to give more attention to these students who 
show superior ability in certain areas. 


SUMMER SCHOOL 


Over 240 enrolled in the Summer School this year, an 
increase of six classes over the previous summer. These 
students came from all the Dover schools and the cities 
and towns of Portsmouth, Rochester, Somersworth, Ber- 
wick, Rollinsford, Barrington and Farmington. Out of state 
students vacationing in this area came from Ohio, Conn- 
ecticut, New York and Massachusetts. 

The curriculum was designed to meet the needs of 
the children at all grade levels for enrichment as well as 

“remedial purposes. The program included the “core” sub- 
jects, such as, math, reading, English and the social 
*- sciences, supplemented by enrichment courses in creative 
“writing, personal typing and developmental reading ad- 
--.ded to the student curriculum. 

Classes met at Dover High School Monday through 

-. Friday for a period of five weeks with each class 1’ hours 
--- jn length between the hours of 8:30 and 11:30 a.m. 


-. ADULT EDUCATION 


The Adult Education Program, in its 18th year of 
operation, continues to meet the needs of the citizens of 
Dover. Some 14 classes with a total enrollment of 188 
adults meet two hours each week for a period of ten 
weeks under the supervision of Mr. George Kay, Business 
Administrator. Courses are offered in the following fields 
of interest: 

Bookkeeping for Beginners High School Equivalency 
Dressmaking for Beginners Home Cake Decorating 
Conversational French Personal Typing 
Dressmaking, Intermediate Rugmaking and Braiding, 
Dressmaking, Advanced for Beginners 

Fine Arts and Rugmaking and Braiding, 

Arts and Crafts Advanced 
Furniture Repair Rugmaking and Hooking 


Two federally subsidized special adult programs 
Machine Design and Apprentice Carpentry are being 
supervised by Mr. Joseph Herlihy at the Davis Vocational 
School. Machine Design is a National Defense Education 
project and has been in operation five years. 

During this period of time, over $50,000 worth of 
equipment has been received by the Dover School Depart- 
ment for use during the day as well. 


MR. GEORGE J. KAY, BUSINESS ADMINISTRATOR 


The Dover Schoo! Department was proud to announce 
the appointment of Mr. George J. Kay to the newly created 
position of Business Manager for the School Department. 

Mr. Kay, a native of Dover, was for many years a 
teacher at the Davis Vocational School before his appoint- 
ment as Assistant Principal at Dover High School. Provi- 
sions were made by the State Department of Education for 
five school business administrators and it was with this 
in mind that Dover applied and was granted permission 
to hire Mr. Kay as New Hampshire’s first School Business 
Administrator. 


TRANSPORTATION 


Of the more than five thousand school children at- 
tending all Dover Schools, 2197 are being transported 
daily to and from school in sixteen city owned and oper- 
ated busses. Of the total number of students transported, 
1594 are elementary and 603 are secondary students. This 
entire operation involves 735 miles per day for 180 school 
days or 140,400 miles per school year.

HOSPITAL COSTS Sea) ol ae 
Hospital costs continued to increase all across. the 
country, and ours were no exception. We are ever alert to 
automation and laborsaving procedures; which are put 
to better use whenever they will contribute, first; to better 
patient care, and second; 0 lowering coss. . . Bu, no matter — 
how concerned we may be with the cost of Hospital care, 
cost must be of secondary importance when life and health — 
are involved. 
Hospital costs continue to increase at the rate of 6 per- 


_cent annually in the United States. Last year our costs were 


$29.96 per patient day. This is about a 1 percent increase 
over the previous year’s costs and reflects as one of the 
lowest costs in the State. ; 
The principal reasons for higher Hospital costs are: 
1. Increased number of personnel required by the

- Hospital costs have increased and are expt d sae 
continue to increase. However, it is important to point out 
that the American public is not spending an undue propor- — 
tion of its national income for hospitalization. Six billion _ 
dollars a year is spent for Hospital care. We spend the same 
amount for personal care, that is; beauty shops, barber 
shops, perfume, hair tonic, ete. We spend more for tobacco 
and almost twice as much for alcoholic beverages; and 
three times as much for recreation. 


ACCREDITATION 


‘In July we were examined by the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals. We were highly commended and 
approved for full accreditation for three years. We can 
proudly say that we have been continuously accredited 
since this program began in 1918. Very simply put, ac- 
creditation means that’all minimum standards have been 
met by your Hospital, and that your welfare and every 
patient’s welfare is entrusted to competent, dedicated 


hands.
